Chief pledges have the like Authority at leaft in their 
abſence, for otherwiſe they are but aſſiſtants to them in 
the Pariſh at large, viz. ſuch Pariſhes as have Confta- 
bles, for otherwiſe they differ but in name. All theſe 
may make Deputys becauſe but in miniſterial Offices. 

A Conſtable for the breach of the Peace in his pre- 
ſence may ſecure the in the Stocks or elſewhere, 
untill he carry him before a Juſtice of the Peace or to the 
Gaol, or he himſelf may take Suretys of the Peace from 
him by Obligation to the Kings uſe,or impriſon him for 
want of ſuch Sureties according to the opinion of Sir 
Thomas Edgerton, Lord Chancellor, which Obligation is 
to be certified by the Conftable into the Exchequer or 
Chancery, whence Proceſs ſhall iflue to levy the debt. ' 

All Conſervators of the Peace may command the a(- 
ſiſtance of others to arreſt all ſuch who in their preſence 
ſhall break the Peace, and for their negle& herein may 
be puniſhed by Indittment.

Homicide by miſadventure, is whena man doing of 
alawful Att, and without any evil intent hapeneth to 
kill a man; as if a School-maſter, Parent orMafter Correct 
his Scholer, Child or Servant, ina moderate and reaſon- 
able manner, and any of them dye thereof, ſo if one 
Shooting at Butts, £5. by chance kill a Perfon ftand- 
ing or paſſing by ; alſo if a Carpenter, Maſon. &c.(giving 
notice thereof) thcows down a Stone, &c, and killeth a

And 
four or fives days before they meet, they ought to ſend 
their Warrants to all Conftables within their Diviſions, 
to make privy ſearch for all Rogues and Idle Perſons and 
to bring them before them to -be punithed, or to ſend, 
them to the houſe of Correttion, &c. 1hbid. 21 Fac. 28. 

At the ſame Meeting all the ſaid Conſtables ſhall give 
account (upon Oath) in writting, and under the hand of 
the Minifter of the Pariſh, what Rogues they have ap- 
prehended and puniſhed, and conveyed to the houſe of 
Correttion. 

The Juftices at ſuch Meeting may fine any Conftable, 
or his neglett in this Service ſo as it be not above forty

There ſhall be no Fairs, or buying,or ſelling, upon the 
Sabbath-day, Yid. Tit. Market. 

If any Shoe-Maker ſhall go with intent to fell any 
Boots ſhoes. £9. on the Sunday, he ſhall forfeit ſach 
goods and three ſhillings and four pence for every pair 
of ſhoes, 1 Fac. c1p. 22. 

If any Perſon of the age of fourteen years ſhall on the 
Lords day or = part thereof do any worldly Labour,&c. 
except works of neceſſity and Charity, he ſhall forfeit

ſented within ten days after the Offence. 


If any Perſon Travelling on the Sunday -be Robbed, 
the Hundred ſhall not be chargeable to him, but in de- 
fault of him, they ſhall be chargeable to the King for 
as much as might. have been recovered againſt them. 

Tf any Perſon on the Sunday ſerve or execute or

CHAP. LXXXIX.

H E Juſtices (£u0rum u#us) out of Seffions may 
take Information by the Oath of two Witnefſes 
againft ſuch as ſhall deprave or ſpeak irreverently of the 
Sacrament of the body and blood of our Saviour Jeſus 
Chrift againft the Statute, 1 Ed. 6. cap. 1. and may 
bind the Accuſers, and Witneſſes by Recogniſances in 
five pounds a peice to give Evidence ; ſich Perſons as 
ſhall be found Guilty, the Seffions by word ot ſhall ſuf 
fer Impriſonment and make Fine and Ranſom, 16:4. 

The Offender muft be preſented or Informed againft 
within three Months after the Offence, 761d. 

The Jnfſtices may make Proceſs by two Capias's ant 
Capias Uilagatum into any County, and three Juſtices 
may Bail the Offender, 1bid. See the Statutes, 14 Cars

CHAP. XC. 
Df the Seſſions. 


"TH E Seffions of the Peace is a Court of Record, 
holden before two or more Juftices of the Peace; 
whereof one being of the Quorum, for the Execution of 
the Authority given them by the Commiſhon of the 
Peace and certain Statutes and Ats of Parlimament. 
Antiently when the Seſſions of the Peace were to be 
kept was uncertain, and the Juſtices might appoint it at 
_ theirdiſcretion;But now it is ſetled by anA@ made in the 
2H, 5. cap. 4+ Which ordains that the Seſhions - the 
CAce 
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Peace ſhall be kept four times in the year, viz. in the 
firſt week after the Feaſt of St. Michael ; The firſt week 
after the Epiphany, The firſt week after the cloſe of 
Eaſter ; And the firft week after the Tranilation of St, 
Thomas the Martyr ; And by the iame Stature the TJu- 
ſtices of-one Bench and the other, and the Serjeants at 
Law were exempted from Penalty of the Statute of 
12 KR. £. cap. 10. as alſo of the Statutes, 2 2/. 5. cap. 
4. for not appearing at the Seſſions ; But the ſix weeks 
Seſſions are abridged by the Statute of /2. 8. 

By the Statute of the 14 #. 6. cap. 4. it is ordained 

that the juſtices of the Peace in Middleſex be diſcharged 

of the Penalty of the foreſaid Statutes;Provided they keep 
their Selſhons twice a year, and oftner if need be, for 
forceable entry, and Riots; yet notwithſtanding, it 
ſeems they may keep theirSeſſions tour times in the year, 
and if but twice, thoſe times they hold them at, muſt be 
ſome of the time mentioned and , appo nted in the Sta- 
tute 2 #.5. cap. 4. As to the place 'tis not aſcertain'd 
by Law, only it muſt be wirhin the County, 

If the King ſhould wake a place within the County, 
of it ſelf, and give them all Priviledges of Juriſ- 
diftion, it will not be ſafe for the Juſtices of the Antient 
County to hold their Seſſions there, except the King by 
his Letters Pattens reſerves ſuch a Power ; If a particular 
Corporation within the County hath 'its own Juſtice, yet 
the Juſtices for the County may hold their Seſſhons there, 
but cannot meddle with matters ariſing within the ſaid 
Corporation, until it beforfeited by Quo Warrants. 

If two Juſtices or more ſhall appoint their Seſſions to 
be holden in one Town, and two or more Juſtices in ano- 
other Town at the ſame time, by the opinion of Mr. 
Lambert and Mr. Marrow, they may beſo held, and the 
Preſentments in both are good, but the Appearance of 
one is a diſcharge of ſervice of the other. But Mr. Dal- 
ron is of opinion that there is no ; Pawer given to-hokd 
more then one Seſſions at a time, and- ſo their Authori- 
ty being equal,and feeing no performance can be made by 
Priority of time, or nature of the Service, that they are 
both void. | 

Theſe Seſſions ought to be warned by Warrant of two 
or more Juſtices Quorum unus. 

_ L'erſons that ought to appear at Seſſions are

2. The Cu/tos Rotulorum muſt be preſent himſelf, or his 
Deputy, the Clerk of the -cace with the Rolls of the 
SElhons, &c. 

3, The Sheriff or his Deputy fo receive the Fines, to 
returnJurors to exa:nine Proceſs.&c. He is Commanded 
by theCommithon to attend theJuttices at all timues eſpe- 
cially at the Seinons. 

4- The Conftables of Hundreds, and every other Of- 
ficer to whom any Warrant is direfted to make return 
thereof. 

5. The Gaoler ſhall bring thither ſuch as have been 
fent to him by /Mirrimus Larcenys, and ſuch other Offen- 
ces of which the Seffions do uſually deliver the Gaoler, 
and alfo to deliver a Kalender of ſuch as are in his Gaol, 
and to receive ſuch as may be there Committed to his 
Charge- 

6. The Governour of the Houſe of Correion to give 
ina Kalender of ſuch Rogues 8c. as have been Commit- 

ted to his Cuſtody ; In default hereof he is finable by 
the 7 Fac. cap. 4s 

7. All Jurors returned by the Sheriff by virtue of the 
aid precepts, 

$8. All perſons bound by Recogniſance to anſwer to 
Perſecute or to give Evidence, 


9. All Baylifts of Hundredsand Libertys, to give an ac- 


count of Seffions, Proceſs,&c. 

10, All Coroners,&c. 

Such Juftices as negle& to appear at the Seſhons are 
puniſhable by Fine in the Kings-Behch.” 

The Jurors not appearing according to ſummons are 
puniſhable by Fine. 

The Conſtables, &c. are puniſhed by Fine put upon 
them in the Seſſions. 

The Juſtices being met, the courſe in which three

red. 10this purpd6ſe an able Clerk is requiſite ; Theſe 
Bills being ready,theFartys bound over are ſworn to give 
Evidence, and they are uſually commanded to go with 
the Jury whilſt they conſider of the matter of the Bills 
But it the matter be weighty or d'fhcult, or the Jury 
not able, or the Protecution too (lack,or over violent, the 
evidence ought to be £..yen ja Court that the Jury may 
be aiiiſted in doing their duty. . 

Whilit the Jurys are abſent the Courſe is to hear 
Motions touching ſettlement of Poor Perſons, and fo call 
Perſons boun{ to the Peace or good behaviour. But 
ſuch as are not to be diſcharged until the end of the 
Seſfions,for fear leaſt any come to prefer Bills againſt 
them, or with other Complaint when they are gone, 

Now the Tryal of Priſoners and the Proceedings 
thereupon are in this manner, towards the end of the 
Seſhons, when the Bills are come in, the Gaoler is called 
to ſet his Priſoner at the Bar, Then the Cryer makes 
a Bar ; one of the Priſoners is called to, A. B., hold up 
thy hand, thou A. B. Stands Inditted by the name of A, 
B. of &c. reciting the whole Indictment in Engliſh which 
done, how ſayft thou A.B. are thou Guilty of this Felo- 
ny and Burglary or, &c. whereof thou ſtands Indited or 
not Gnilty ; If he fay Guilty the Confefſion is Recorded, 
and ſet aſidetill Judgment, if he ſay nct Guiity 3 The 
Clerk ſays Culp. prir. id eſt. Guilty already ; who wilt 
thou be tryed by,he anſwers by God and my Country,but 
if he ſtands mute, it is beſt to ask him at leaſt three times 
and tell him the greivouſneſs of the Judgment, de payne 
et dure , and if he will ſtand mute it muſt be Recorded. 

If he plead not Guilty Record that, and in like manner 
Arraign the reſt of the Priſoners; And in two, three or 
more call them thus ſeverally, thou A. B. hold up thy 
hand, thou C. D. &c, Then ſay thou A. B. by the name 
of A.B.Gc. And thou CD. &c. by the name of C.D, 
of, &c. So the reſt, for that thon, &c. and ſo recite the 
ſubſtance of the Indidtment ; There call them ſe- 
veral'y to Plead, 8c. which done the Proſecutors 
are called on their Recogniſance to give Evidence, then 
the Jury are called upon their Pannel (for a return can- 
not be made on a Yenire facias the ſame Sefſionsand a 
1ryal be had thereupon, much leis can they dirett the 
immediate 
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immediate return of by ftanders, as in a Gaol delivery.) ; 
Thus you Good men that are returned,&c. Impanelled 
to Try the Iflue joyned between our Soveraign Lord 
the King and the Prifoners at the Bar anſwer to your 
Names Which done and a full Jury appearing, make Pros 
calmation ; If any can inform the Kings Atturney of 
this Court of any Treaſon, Murder, Felony, or other 
Miſdemeanors againft A. B. &c. The Priſoner at the 
Bar, let them come forth, for the Priſoners ſtands up- 
on their deliverance z Then fay to the Priſoner 
The Perſons that you ſhall now hear called are to pas 
upon Your ſeveral lives and deaths (or if it be Petty Lar- 
ceay are to paſs upon your Toe if you will challenge 
them, or any of them you muſt challange them as they 
come to the Book to be ſworn, and before they be ſworn, 
Then call the Fore-man of the Jury, and ſay to him, lay 
your handupon the Book,and look upon the Priſoner you 
ſhall well and truly Try, and true deliverance make bes 
tween our Sovereign Lord the King and the Priſoner or 
Priſoners at the Bar,whom you ſhall have in charge. You 
ſhall true Verditt give according to your Evidence, So 
belp you God. Then call the ſecond and ſo'to twelve fbr 
neither more nor leſs muſt be ſworn, you ſhall under- 
ſtand A. B. now Priſoner at the Bar ftands Indifted 
for that he, or if more then one is Indifted for that 
they , &c. and having recited the Inditment fay to 
to which Indiftment he hath pleaded not Guilty, and for 
his Tryal hath put himſelf apon God and his Country, 
which Country ye are, ſo that your charge is to enquire 
whether he be Guilty of the Felony, &c. whereof he 
ſtands Indited, or not Guilty ; If you find him Guilty 
you ſhall enquire what Goods, and Chattles he had at the 
time that the ſaid Felony and Larceny or, &c. was Com- 
mitted, or at any time fince; Or it it be for Felony, 
then what Goods, and Chattles, Lands, and Tenements 
he had at the time of the ſaid Felony Committed, or at 
any time fince; If you find him not Guilty you ſhall 
enquire whether he did fly for it, if you find that he did 
fly for it, you ſhall enquire what Goods and Chattles, he 
had at the time of ſuch fligh t,if you find him not Guilty, 
and that he did not fly for it, you ſhall ſay fo no more 3 
Then call the Witneſſes and ſwear them one by one; thus, 
The evidence'that you ſhall give on the behalf of our S0- 
vereign Lord the King againſt A. B. Priſoner at Bar 
ſhall be the whole Truth and nothing but the Truth, ſo

help you God ; And the Evidence being given ſet ano- 
ther Priſoner at the Bar, and ſay you ſhall likewiſe under- 
ſtand that C. D. ftands likewiſe Indifted before yon 
this time for that he, &c. (and lo recite the Inditment) 
for which he hath been Arraigned, and pleads thereto 
not Guilty, and for his Tryal hath put himſelf upon 
God and his Country which Country you are, You are 
therefore to enquire of him as ot your firſt Priſoner (that 
is whether the Offence is of the ſame degree) and ſo hear 
your Evidence, &c. after the Evidence given a Bayliff 
muſt be ſworn to keep the Jury thus ; You ſhall ſwear 
that you ſhall keep this Jury without Meat, Drink, Fire, 
or Candle, you ſhall ſutter none toſpeak to them, nei- 
ther ſhall you ſpeak _ to them your ſelves, but only to 
aſk them whether they are agreed, So belp you God. 

The Jury coming back within or near the Bar ; The 
Priſoners are brought to the Bar, call the Ju:y they ap- 
Pearing, fay, ſet A. B. to the Bar, whobeing there, 

y, Look upon him Maſters of the Jury, how ſay you 
1s A. B. Guilty of the Felons (or as the caſe is) whereof 
he ftands Indifted or not Guilty, if they ſay not Guilty, 
bid him down upon his knees, if they ſay Guilty, Record 
it, and bid him be taken away. Then ſay Gaoler ſet 
C. D.to the Bar, and do as befare, and when the Ver- 
dict be given, then ſay, my Maſters of the Jury hearken 
to the Verdict asithe Court hath Recorded it, you fay 
A. B. is not Guilty/of the Felony whereof he ſtands In- 
dicted, you ſay C. D. is Guilty of the Felony whereof 
he ſtands Inditted, and fo onwards with the reſt Mutatis, 
Mutandis, Then make Proclamation, and fay all manner 
of Perſons keep: filence while ſentence is given, upon 
pain of Impriſonment. - Then ſet the firft Priſoner to 
the Bar, and give the Sentence, and fo for the reſt, 

Upon Tryal of this nature Counſel is not to be allowed 
to the Party, unleſs ke can ſhew to the Court ſome 
matter of Law or otherwiſe: The Court is to be of 
Counſel with the Priſoner, and ought to adviſe him for 
his good, not taking advantage too ftrickly againſt him. 
The Court alſo may be Informed alſo. from. a by-ftander, 
eſpecially a man of Law who offers any thing as amicus 
Curiz, relating to the Tryal or manner of it. 

No Witnefſes arc to be examined upon Oath againſt 
the King, but being ſeriouſly admoniſhed to ſpeak the 
Truth any Perſon may be examined without Oath tor 
the Priſoner. Ic 
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It hath been queſtioned whether a Felon may be 
Eryed the ſame Seſſions in which he is Indifted. And 
it ſcems at leaft reaſonable to defer to another Seſſions, 
eſpecially if the Priſoner deſire it. | 

Many things ought not to be done by the Juſtices but 
in their Seſhons ; Namely where the exerciting of their 
Authority requires a Court and publick Meeting for 
the doing thereot. 

Other matters there are, which by ſeveral Statutes 
cannot be executed. but in the Seſſions after Faſter, or 
in other particnlar Seſſions ; As taking account of the 
Treaſury foc maimed Souldiers, and Charitable uſes, &c. 
By Statute, 43. Eliz, cp. 2. 43. Flh. cap. 3. which 
muſt be done in Eaſter Seſſions, See the' rate of W:ges by 
the $- Eliz, e2p. 4. Andevery Juſtice not preſent there- 
at, fhall forfeit ten Pounds. 

Other things muft be done in Seſhons, but may be 
done in any of them, as the diſcharge of Apprentices. 
uſed by four Juſtices, 5. Eliz. cap. 4. Licenſing of Beg- 
gars by three Juſtices in Seſſions, (Quorum unus). An 
Perſon having any Office of truſt of the Kings gift ſh: 
in the next Sethons be admitted and receive the Sacra- 
ment, &c. 1 Eliz. cap. 1. 3 Fic. £4Þ. 4+5 Care 2. 

' Nete, The uſage which is crept in, in ſome Countys 
four Juſtices to'make Orders in their chambers, after 
the Adjournment of the Seſſions, touching matters of 
importance,are neither yalid nor ſafe,but upon complaint 
puniſhable. 

Noe alſo that the uſage in ſome Seſhons to diſcharge 
or ſet aſide orders made in publick Seſſions, whether 
the ſame be made upon an Appeal, as ſometimes upon 
the Statute; 18 Eli, cap. 2. in caſe of Baftardy upon 
the 14 Car. 2. touching ſettlement, &c. or by them- 
ſelves, and intended to be final and abſolute, the uſage 
is by no means legal or allowable according to Pridegons 
caſe, for ſuch order. 

If the Juſtices grant their Warrant to the Sheriff for 
the holding a Seſhons at a certain time and place. The

If the Servant command one to beat his Maſter, and 
he kills him, this is Petty Treaſon in the Servant if done 
in his preſence, Com.20. 

A Servant upon malice propenſed ſhoots at another, 
and miffing by chance kills his Maſter ſtanding by, this 
is Petty Treaſon in the Servant. 

Tf the Wife maliciouſly kill her Husband, this is Pet- 
ty Treaſon , ſo if ſhe and a Servant conſpire to kill 
him, and the Servant does it in her abſense, it is Petty 
Treaſon in them both, but if it had been ſo done by a 
ftranger ſhe ſhould have been only Acceſſory to the 
Murder. 

The Wife buys a poyſoned Aple in a place on purs. 
poſe to poyſon another, and her Husband, and the Hus- 
band takes it by chance, and eats and dyeth of it with- 
in the year and day, this is Petty Treaſon in the Wite, 
for ſhe intended Murder. 

A Child kills his Father or Mother, this is Petty 
Treaſon, they gave him neither meat, drink nor wages, 
Bacon. 5 3 

A Baſtard: killeth his Mother, this ſeemeth to be 
Treaſon, Crom. 21. 

The Son or Daughter in Law killeth the Father or 
Mother in Law with whom they dwell; or receive 
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meat or drink from, but no wages, this is Petty Trea- 

ſon, but the Indiftment ſhall be in the Name of a Ser- 

vant. 

It is Petty Treaſon in an Eccleſiaftical Perſon that 
killeth his Ordinary, 19 #.6. 47. 

Note, there can be no Petty Treaſon but where it 
includes a wilful Murder. 

The Judgment in Petty Treaſon, for a Man is to be 
drawn and hanged, for a Woman to be burnt alive. 

For Petty Treaſon the Offender ſhall ferfeit hisGoods 
and Chattles, and the King ſhall have the year day, 
_ waſt, and the Lord of the Fees ſhall have the Ef- 
cneat. 

The Juftice of Peace may enquire of Petty Treaſon, 
as of Felony out of Seſhons, may deal with the Offen-

Miſpiifion is when one knoweth that another hath 
committed, or is about to commit Treaſon or Felony, 
but was not conſenting thereunto, and will not diſco- 
ver it to the King or his Council, or to ſome Magiſtrate, 
but conceals the offence, Sram. 37. Stat. 5 Ed. 6. cap. 11. 
The puniſhment of Miſpriſion pf Treaſon, is a perpe- 
tual Impriſonment,forfeitures of his Goods and Chattles, 
and the Profits of his Eftates, Lands during his life 
to the King, But for Miſpriſion of Felony, the puniſh- 
ment is only in Fine. | 

The King may cauſe one that hath committed Trea- 
ſon or Felony to be Indicted only of Miſprifion, for e- 
very Treaſon or Felony doth include Miſpriſion, Stam. 
2 7: Crom. 41. Compounding of a Felony is a Miſpriſion 
of it, Stamp. 37.

Tryal, 


HE moſt ſolemn and antient Tryal of matters of 

FaQ in this Nation is by a Jury of twelve men, 

and this is called in (Magna Chara cap. 29.) legale  judi- 
cum parium. 

This ancient Right was very much altered by 11 7. 
7. 3- which gave full power to the Juſtices of Peace up- 
on Information for the King to hear and determine all 
offences againſt Penal Statutes by their own diſcretion, 
but the miſchief hereof appearing every day more and 
more then other, 'tis Repealed, 1 #. $. cap. 1. and 
ſome who had been too bufie in the Execution ofgthe 
ſame loſt their heads for it. 

Thus you ſee the Tryal by the Country is revived, 
and yet in ſome caſes of lefſer moment, other ways have 
been ſometimes appointed by Att of Parliament, As 

That Juftices may examine the Offenders againft the 
Statutes of Livervs, and thereupon convince them as 
fully as if they were Convidt by Enqueft, $ Z. 6. cap. 
4+ $ Ed, &o' CDs Ro 

The like courſe may be taken with Perſons ſuſpetted 
to keep Deer, Hares, &c. by, 19 #. 7. cap; 11. and 
in ſome other caſes. 

Others may he convitted upon the Teſtimony of one 
or more Witneſſes ſuch are, 

Uſers of falſe and *rivy Tokens, 33 #. $ cap. 1. un- 
lawful takers of Hawks Eggs, or Swans Eggs,11 #.7.cap. 
17. and many more. 

Sometimes Tryal may be by Certificate as upon the 
Statute of Armour, if the Party accuſed ſhall alledge that 
the furniture lacking, could not be provided within the 
Realm,this being Traverſed (as it may be) ſhall be Try- 
ed only by Certificate of the Lord Chancellor, &c.

Tf any Perſon ſhall Commit an Offence in Scotl:nd, 
which by the Laws of England is, or ſhall be, declared to 
be Petty Treaſon, Murder, &c. and ſhall be Appre- 
hended in the _ of Northumberland, Cumber. 
land, &c. the Juftices of Peace in their Quarter Seffions, 
or any four of them upon due Examination, and preg- 
nate proofs,by Warrant under their hands and Seals ſhall 
remand and ſend back ſuch Offenders into Scorland there 
to receive his Tryal, &c. 7 Fac. 1. 

A Scotchman ſhall be Tryed by a Jury of Engliſhmen, 
and not by an Enqueft De medzetare linguz, and this at 
Common Law, for he his reputed a Subjet and not an 
Alien, Dy. 304. and 357. 

The Tryal ofan Offender ought regularly to be in the 
County where the Offence was Committed, leaft it be 
otherwiſe Provided by Statute, as by 1, 2 Ph, Mz. cap. 
4. and by ſome others. | 

But if one Steal Goods in the County of A. and carry 
them with him into the County B. and be there Appre- 
hended, he ſhall be Tryed and puniſhed for the ſame in 
that County.

That Party ſhall be Tryed where he is appre- 
hended. Tryal ſhall be paſſed as ſoon as may be 
with convenience, eſpecially where the Offender ſtands 
Committed for want of Bail, or becauſe he is not Bail- 
able by Law, and this in favorem Iibertatis, and there- 
fore *tis uſual in ſuch caſesto Indit and Try a Perſon the 
fame Seſſions, See Tit. Seſhons, unleſs the Offender 

uire longer time to be adviſed, or get his Wit- 
nes, &c. But it hath been held formerly that where 
one is Indifted for breach of a Penal Statute, or for a 
Nuſance, or other miſdemeanor, under Felony, he can- 
not 
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not. be Tryed the ſame Seſſions, otherwiſe of Juſtices of 
Gaol delivery. But now the Law is held the ſame in 
both caſes. 

By the Statute, 22 #. $. cap. 14. which is -made 
perpetual by the 32 #. $. the Tryal of the party In- 
dicted ſhall be in the County where he is Indifted for 
Murder or Felony, notwithſtanding any forrceign 
Plea.

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It is not ſafe for a Juſtice of Peace to grant blank War.
